A new Santa Fe station and a fine office for the Ontario-Cuca- 
monga Fruit Exchange, all within a few months, are improve- 
ments that justify our boasts. 

Picture the old Santa Fe station and compare it with its 
successor. Look at the old Exchange office and then visualize 
an attractive, modern building that will be on that site within a 
few months. Only a year ago the Associated Telephone Co.

Your Share of the Debt 


Mr. and Mrs. Average American and family, your share of 
the national debt is $1,375. In addition to this debt you must 
pay annually to the federal government in taxes $275. 

So says Roger W. Babson, economist. On a per-person basis 
Federal expenses since 1860 have increased from $2 to $55 a 
year, he says. Such a tremendous increase in the public debt 
ean have disastrous results. 

Six financially ruinous consequences will result unless the 
constantly widening gap between government income and outgo 
is closed, according to Mr. Babson. He lists the possibilities as 
follows: 

‘‘First, continued deficits ultimately lead to fear of 
government credit. 
“Second, unsound public credit means unwillingness 
to lend the government money to pay its bills. 
‘ ‘‘Third, the treasury is forced to print paper money to 
Pay its deficits. 

‘‘Fourth, the paper money falls like a meteor in value as 
prices shoot sky-high. 

‘‘Fifth, the buying power of salaries, wages, savings ac- 
eounts, insurance policies, and bonds drops to practically 
nothing.

“The Exchange has long been an 
exponent of collective bargaining 
in connection with its own market- 
ing operations and we would not 
assert this belief for ourselves 
without according the same privi- 
lege to others. We have always 
‘been willing and are now willing to 
discuss wages, hours and working 
conditions and any other subject of 
mutual interest with our employees 
individually, collectively or through 
any spokesman qualified to speak 
for them. 

“On the other hand, we do not 
feel that it is our right or privilege 
to insist that our employees join 
any union to which they may be 
eligible as a condition of employ- 
ment with us. 

“The Citrus Distributing Plant, 
which is the Los Angeles sales fa- 
cility of the Exchange, handles 
from 5,000 to 10,000 boxes of citrus | 
fruit daily and because of the phy-| 
sical handling operations involved, 
the Exchange employs on these 
premises at the present time 44 
employees of whom 25 are manual 
workers, who are the only employ- 
ees that the Exchange has any- 
where in that type of occupation. 

“The particular union, with 
which we understend less than a 
majority of these 25 eligible em- 
ployees are affiliate’, has demand- 
ed that all of our eligible employ- 
ees be required by us to join that
